James Rawlin (vicar of Alton, Staffs) c1586.-.... 

Rawlin, born about 1586, was a son of Thomas Rawlin (vicar of Alton, Staffs) c1539-1610. He was 
only educated to literate grade. On 18 Dec 1609 (? then of Lincoln diocese) he was ordained deacon 
by Chester at Chester and probably on 23 Dec 1610 then of Lichfield diocese ordained priest by 
Chester at Chester. In 1618 he may again have been ordained as priest by Lichfield. On 26 Dec 
1610 he had a faculty office grant or dispensation to hold Alton in succession to his father. Then on 
29 Dec 1610 after presentation by the Lord Chancellor then Thomas Egerton 1st Viscount Brackley 
1540-1617 he was instituted vicar of Alton. He was still in office in 1639 and is probably the man of 
this name who signed Caverswall parish register shortly after 11 Jun 1643. No further record has 
been discovered. In 1651.2 William Armett c1609-1667 was in office as compliant minister of Alton. 
Rawlin may not have married.

Oxford he graduated B.A. on 28 Jun 1633. He was presumably ordained deacon and on 12 Jun 1636 
ordained priest by Lichfield. In 1651.2 he was in office as compliant minister of Alton vicarage 
(where his last known predecessor James Rawlin c1586-.... QV 

was in office as vicar in 1639 and ?1643). By 26 Sep 1662 he was in office as parochial curate of 
Horton. On 14 Jan 1662.3 after presentation by Sir John Bowyer of Knypersley in Biddulph 1st 
Baronet 1623-1666 he was instituted as vicar of Biddulph. Here he resigned before 12 Jul 1665. He 
then probably returned to Thornleigh (his birthplace) where he died, aged about 58, and was buried 
on 2 Apr 1667 at Leek. His will made on 9 Feb 1666.7 was proved under Lichfield on 12 Jun 1667. 
In his will he bequeathed his son "all my bookes except sume twentie english bookes ...". His 
personalty was valued at about £130. Armett married on 10 Jan 1635.6 at Leek to Ann Brough of 
Brownford (d ?1667) by whom he had one son and one daughter.

Thomas Broad M.A. (rector of Swynnerton) 1632-1703 D18 
Broad, christened on 1 Apr 1632 at Stoke-upon-Trent, was first son and heir of Richard Broad of 
Little Fenton in Stoke-upon-Trent "gentleman" c1595-1670 and Margaret. He studied at Cambridge 
where on 14 Mar 1647.8 he was admitted as a pensioner at Jesus College, matriculated and in 1649 
was a scholar. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. in 1651.2 (M.A., 1655). On 17 Jun 1661 his M.A. 
was incorporated at Oxford. He may have been qualified as a presbyterian clergyman. On 12 Jul 
1662 he was in office as vicar of Alton when he subscribed to the Act of uniformity but was only 
ordained deacon and priest by Lichfield on (the next day) 13 Jul 1662. He probably resigned here 
before 26 Aug 1662 when after presentation by John Colclough of Burslem gentleman c1624-1666 
he was instituted as rector of Swynnerton and inducted on 2 Sep. On 26 Nov 1663 he was licensed 
as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 the rectory was valued at £60. In 1665 he did not certify the 
hearth tax for Swynnerton but was assessed on 6 hearths. Still in office he died, aged 71, and was 
buried here on 10 Jun 1703. His administration was granted under Lichfield on 15 Jun 1703. Broad 
married on 24 Mar 1658.9 to Sarah Bagnall (b 1637) dau of Robert Bagnall of Longton "gentleman" 
c1595-.... and Margaret by whom he had 4 sons and 4 daughters. Richard Broad B.A. 1660-.... his 
first son and heir was ordained a deacon on 23 Sep 1682.

Ralph Woolley (vicar of Alton) c1617-1681 

Woolley, born about 1615, was son (and probably heir) of John Woolley (schoolmaster at Alton 
Parish School) e1585-.... He was only educated to literate grade. Perhaps about 1638 he became a 
successor of John Woolley as schoolmaster at Alton Parish School and was in office when he 
subscribed to the Act of uniformity on 14 Aug 1662. On 14 Dec 1662 he was ordained deacon and 
on 15 Dec 1662 ordained priest (both) by Lichfield. On 15 Dec 1662 after presentation by (the lord 
of the manor) Francis Talbot 11th Earl of Shrewsbury c1624-1668 (or his representative) he was 
instituted vicar of Alton. In 1665 the vicarage was valued at £20. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax 
for Alton constablewick when the vicarage was assessed on 3 hearths. Still in office at Alton he 
died, aged about 66, and was buried there on 25 Feb 1680.1. His will made on 26 Dec 1680 was 
proved by Lichfield on 31 Mar 1681. His personalty was valued at £541/11/0 but this included the 
large sum of £340 due on a bond from Mary Brown. An Alton property "Shaw House" had been 
bought by his father John Woolley in 1622 and was probably sold by Ralph Woolley (shortly before 
his death) to this Mary Brown. John Woolley (vicar of Bromsgrove, Worcs) c1617-1662 was a (? 
younger) brother who in 1660 was installed prebendary of Lichfield Stotfold and in 1661 leased the 
prebend to Ralph Woolley and another man. Ralph Woolley married first (perhaps) about 1662 to a 
woman (d a1671) by whom he had two daughters. He married second on 29 Dec 1671 to Priscilla 
Lathrop 1619-1694 dau of Humphrey Lathrop of Crakemarsh in Uttoxeter c1586-....

In 1819 he was nominated to two benefices, one in the diocese of Peterborough and the other in 
that of Lincoln, and he produced to the respective bishops the three testimonials which were 
required before institution. His diocesan at Exeter declined to countersign them on the grounds 
that Jones, at a county meeting at Exeter Castle on 23 April 1819, had made in his speech some 
inappropriate comments, apparently on the Athanasian creed, and his institution to these livings, 
together worth £500 a year, was refused. The matter was brought before the House of Lords by 
Lord Holland on 12 May 1820, on a petition from Jones; but a motion for a committee on the subject 
was rejected by eighteen votes to thirty-five.
